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Telegrams through Renter's Paee Shanghai June 7 state that Min-Hoang is in 
danger of capture by rebels. Total export of silk 54,500 bales. ‘The next mail, due on 
ath, arrived at Suet on the 6th, and will probably be delivered on the 16th.

JAPAN. 

The Overland Times of the 11th May says :— 

“We have but little of importance to record. Business re- 
mains in'the same dull and unsatisfactory state, and a garrison 
Race Meeting has really been the most ncteworthy incident of 
the time. The English and French mail steamers arrived on 
the 1st and 7th instant respectively, and we are in possession 
of news from Europe to the 19th of March, with telegraphic 
advices up to the 5th April. The letters brought by the latter 
steamer have had a depressing effect on the market for our 
principal staple, and the market has been for the last few days 
very bare of buyers. 

“The Chamber of Commerce has sustained a%{scvere loss in 
the abdication of Messrs. Frank Hall (of the house of Walsh, 
Hall and Co.,) and Mr, A.J. Macpherson (of tho well-known 
firm of Macpherson and Marshall) from the chairs of President 
and Vice-President. Both these gentlemen are on the point of 
leaving the settlement. 

« A ballot took place yesterday, resulting in the election, by 
very considerable majorities, of Mr.'R. Lindau;(Lindau and Co.) as 
chairman and Mr. L. A. Joseph (David Sassoon, Sons and Co.) 
vice-chairman. “ 

YOKOHAMA. 

‘We deeply regret having to announce the untimely death of 
Mr. John Macdonald, the Senior Assistant in Her Majesty's 
Legation in Japan, which melancholy event occurred on tho 
20th of April at Yokohama, The Japan Herald says :—“ For 
some past he (Mr. Macdonald) had not been well, as was evident 
to the other members of Legation, rather by occasional inco- 
herence and a non~lisposition to speak except in monosyllables, 
which was quite foreign to his ordinary habit, On Wednesday, 
the 18th April, hewos at a pic-nic, and nothing at all remarkablo 
was observable ; but on Thursday morning Dr. Willis, who had 
watched his changed manner for several days, told him that he 
had been expecting that he would consult him, but as ho did 
not, he thought it his duty to speak to him and urge that ho 
should seek some change of air and scene. In this Mr. Mac- 
donald seemed to acquiesce, and probably would have either 
taken a trip home, or paid a visit to his old chief, Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock, at Peking. He intended to goto Yeddo that morn- 
ing, but felt so tired from the preceding day’s pic-nic that ho 
postponed his journey. About a quarter-past five on the samo 
afternoon he was walking with two friends near the store of 
Messrs. McKechnie and Co., when he was scized with paralysis, 
and having been first taken into McKechnie’s he was imme- 
diately after removed to the Commercial Hotel. Dr. Willis and 


w.| Dr. Jenkins were specdily with him, and did everything that 


could be done for him ; but from the first it was evident thero 
was very little hope of recovery. His right side was completely 
paralysed—and to all enquiries there was but one reply—tbat 
the worst fears might be entertained. Sir Harry Parkes and 
Mr. Myburgh and several gentlemen of tho Legation were with 
“him very quickly, and remained for a considerable time. The 
Rev, Mr. Bailey also arrived on tho instant he heard of the 
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seizure, but found Mr. Macdonald quite unconscious. He re- 
inained throughout the night, that he iight be of service 
either in his vocation or otherwise assist Dr, Willis and other 
watchers. The sufferer rallied slightly about 6 a.s. on Friday, 
the 20th, but never fully regained consciousness, and soon re- 
lapsed into his former hopeless condition. He died at 4.20 
P.M, on that day.- He was 28 years of age, and was a native 
of Inverness, although principally brought up in London. He 

+ was much estecmed not only for his abilities and business-like 
habits, but for his gentlemanlike demeanour and thorough 
amiability of character. The funeral was attended by all the 
Foreign Ministers and Consuls, by the Commandant of the 
garrison and most of tho military officers off duty, by several 
naval officers, officers of the Marine Imperiale, and by the ma- 
jority of the foreign residents of all nationalities.” 

Mr. Macdonald will be well remembered by many persons in 
this country as having accompanied the first Japanese mission 
to England, in the year 1862, on which occasion his services 
wero found of great value, 

An incident is recorded as having occurred ‘at Lagami, near 
Miako, which shows how strongly the rivalry and ill-feeling ex- 
isting between the Tycoon and Choshio is reflected in the minds 
of the populace. Some farmers’ sons, to the number of nearly 
@ hundred, had assembled for play, and it was proposed by one 
of them that they should form themsolves into two bands, one 
to represent the Tycoon’s army and the other that of Choshio. 
What commenced in play ended in earnest, for some of the lads 
became so excited that it was well they had not all deadly 
weapons in their hands, One boy unhappily had a knife upon 
him, and drawing it, rushed upon the chief of the Choshio 
party and stabbed and cut him in such a manner that he died 
upon the spot. Of course, the poor boy, whose excitement had 
carried him so far, when his blood cooled was extremely sorry 
for the death of his playfellow. Ho was taken in charge by the 
officials and remains in custody, but as yet it has not been de- 
cided what shall be done with him. 

Robberies are again becoming rife. A godown belonging to 
Messrs. A. Marks and Co, was recently entered at night and goods 
to a very large amount wero taken, We have not heard of the 
capture of the thieves, 

The cordiality that has been for a long time existent between 
foreigners and Japanese occasionally experiences a wrench, 
when such a fracas as the unhappy one in Kosaki-matchi, 
which led to the death of a French sailor and the decapita- 
tion of a Japanese, takes place, Another trial of its solidity 
has lately occurred. Two British officers were riding on tho 
New-road when they met three Japanese soldiers—grecn- 
coated men, One of the Samourai was drunk and drew his 
sword, and was only prevented attacking the officers by the two 
comrades, who rushed upon him and held him back. Tho 
promptness of tho Japanese authoritics on this occasion has 
becn most commendable. Upon the requisition of Hor 
Majesty’s Minister the man was arrested within twenty- 
four hours, and found to be one of the soldiers of the Ja- 
panese garrison. The authoritics on the spot being satisfied 
of his guilt, the Japanese Government ordered his general to 
deal with him, who sentenced him to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment. A parade of the whole garrison was held, and his sentence 
was read out to him before all the troops, and the conduct 
of the two men who had kept him back was highly applauded. 
In consideration of the excellent feeling hitherto entertained 
between the Japancse soldiers and tho forcign troops, which 
has been in a marked manner promoted on all occasions by 
Gencral Kubota Sentaro, Colonel Brown has asked Her 
Majesty's Minister to apply for a mitigation of the penalty— 
and there is every reason to believe that the Japanese au- 
thorities will entertain the request. 

Dr. Lindau who has hitherto held the office of Swiss Consul 
in Japan, has sent to the Federal Government his resignation 
of the office, For some time this has been his intention, as 
his increasing commercial duties demand it, and the appoint- 
ment of an able Swiss Consul-General well acquainted with 
Japan gives him the opportunity of doing so without detriment 
to the service. Dr. Lindan has been most highly complimented 
by the Government of the Confederation, and thanked for the 
manner in which he has carried out the responsibilities that 
develved upon him. Mr. C. Brennwald has received the appoint- 
ment of Consul-General for Switzerland. Report speaks favour- 
ably of this gentleman, who in 1863 accompanied tho original 
Swiss Embassy as its scerctary. On the ‘I'ycoon agreeing to the 
Treaty, and the Embassy’s arrival at home, he received the cone 











gratulations of his Government, and when it was deemed neces- 
sary to have a Cousul-geueral in Japan of elvetian birth, his 
services wero remembered, and he was placed in his present 
position. 

A disturbance took place on the night of the 18th April 
between two sailors belonging to the American whaling barque 
Stephania, Both were under the influence of drink; for some 
trivial reason they quarrelled, and one of them took out his 
pocket knife, with which ho stabbed his shipmate in the back, 
making a large angular wound close to the lungs. The wounded 
man is at presont in the hospital in a very precarious state. 

A proposition had been made to raise a subscription for the 
widow of Kamekitchi, the coolie lately executed for the murder 
of aFrench sailor. This, however, proved to be unnecessary, a8 
his Excellency the French Minister sent to the Governor a sum 
of money to be applied for her benefit far more thari sufficient 
to provide handsomely for one in her station of life. 


NAGASAKL 

We are glad to hear that steps are being taken to supply a 
want which has always existed at this port, namely, that of a 
resident consular chaplain, From the first opening of the 
port divine service has been regularly performed by the Rev. 
C. M, Williams, of the American Episcopal Mission. Until 
1863 it was carried on at the British Consulate, but in that year 
a church was erected and an effort made to procure the services 
of achaplain. Owing, however, to the smallness of the com- 
munity and the (at that time) very precarious nature of the 
trade, the requisite funds could not be raised, and Mr. Williams 
has continued up to the present time to discharge all the duties 
of a chaplain gratuitously, being with great difficulty prevailed 
upon to accept even a very modest testimonial of the appre- 
ciation of the community. The departure of Mr. Williams for 
America has: now rendered it necessary to tako immediate 
measures to supply his place, and we understand that the sum 
required for that purpose has nearly all been subscribed. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

The London mail of March 26 arrived out on May 13. Dates 
are down to the 18th by the present opportunity. 

The returns of trade at several of the ports during the past 
year have been published, and show as a rule a satisfactory in- 
crease. Tientsin, especially, among the northern ports, gives 
proof of steady progress, though complaints are loud that a 
large proportion of business lies in the hands of Chinese, in- 
stead of foreign merchants. Still, an increase in the value of 
imports from 6,617,000 tacls in 1863-4 to 11,852,000 tacls in 
1865-6 must be beneficial to foreign trade, as implying a larger 
consumption of foreign goods ; and, in effect, on analyzing the 
return, shirtings stand forth prominently as having risen from 
122,608 pieces imported in 1863-4 to 684,583 pieces in 1865-6, 
Cotton, the most important export, has slightly fallen off, only 
63,758 piculs having passed out last year, against 67,282 in 
1864-5. Even these figures, however, are sufliciently satisfac- 
tory.as compared with the 2,366 bales which represented tho 
total export of the staple in 1863-4. If China cotton continuo 
to yield a profit, this trade is capable of further development ; 
and if the Chinese can be induced to forego the exactions 
which they levy directly or indirectly on all foreign imports, the 
market for piece goods should also continue to improve steadily. 

The following items are from the North China Duily News :— 

We are glad to learn that a letter was received at Chefoo on 
the 12th inst, from Consul Morrison, who is travelling from 
Peking overland to Hankow, and about whose safety grave 
doubts havo for some time past been entertained. As Mr. 
Morrison may be expected here very shortly, we shall doubt- 
less learn what has so long delayed him on his journey, the 
details of which will, we trust, be communicated to 
the Asiatic Socicty, to whom they would form a most 
valuable and interesting communication, Wo hear that 
several letters wero addressed by different mombers 
of the community to the Chamber of Commerce com- 
plaining of the constant departure of the mail on Monday 
morning ; and asking them to exert their influence to obtain a 
change in the system. The rule supposed to exist in the P. & 
O. Service, that when tho appointed day for the mai to leavo 
fell upon a Monday the departure was to be on the Sunday 
morning previous, was pointed out; but upon investigation it 
appears that the publishers of the mail card generally in uso 
here were under an error in stating such to be tho caso, as no 
rule of the kind exists. - 
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Tho magnificent steamship Erl King leaves this port shortly 
for Foochow, en route to London. She will take the first of the 
new season’s teas, and is expected to make the passage in 70 
days. All the most modern improvements have been applicd 
for the comfort of passengers, aud we hear that a number havo 
engaged their passages. ‘The ladies’ saloon has been very taste- 
fully decorated with white and gold, and fitted with plush velvet 
lounges, and the state rooms are well ventilated and airy, with 
bath rooms attached. Iler saloon and her wholo appearance 
have a high degreo of comfort and luxury. As a specimen of 
marine architecture she is certainly the finest vessel that has 
ever appeared in these waters. Her machinery is of 200- 
horse power nominal, but capable of working up to 275. Tho 
ship is barque rigged. Sho is commanded by Captain Pinnel, 
who formerly commanded the Sea King, and from his great ex- 
perience in the China waters there is no doubt he will be ablo 
to make a rapid as well as pleasant passage home. " 


By private letters from the North we learn that as the foreign 
residents in Peking were returning home after the races, they 
were rather extensively stoncd by the mob, Tho matter is 
doubtless a trivial one, but affords an indication of tho future 
results of that precious piece of political folly, the evacuation 
of the Taku forts. But one year ago the foreigner was held in 
considerable respect both at the Capital and Tientsin, a stato of 
feeling which, as might be expected, is fast evaporating now 
that all power to make a demonstration of force has ceased. 

Intelligence has been received of the capture of Newchwang 
by the rebels. Accounts bearing date 29th April from the port 
of Newchwang, states that the native city, thirty miles from 
the foreign settlement, has been taken by rebels. The Tartar 
General Yub, made off at the second shot; and this official, 
noted for his anti-foreign propensities, has been replaced by Sun- 
le-Fang. Chung-Lin, well known to foreigners at Peking as one 
of tho head clerks of the Foreign Office, and who during 1865 
was Superintendent of Customs, has been appointed Civil Com- 
missioner, This important aud alarming intelligence forms 
another of the many instances which we have had of tho utter 
insecurity of forcigners in China. The city of Newchwang is 
Darely thirty miles from the foreign settlement at Yingtsze ; 
and when it is borne in mind that there is no protection to it 
in the walls or other defonce, and that the country is 
quite open and the roads at this time so good that four to 
fivofhours’ rido might bring a band down upon it, some idea 
might be formed of the danger which threatens, The policy 
which has been adopted by the British Government in affording 
aid to tho imperialists has tended in a great measure to 
exasperate tho rebels, and there can be no doubt that very 
little mercy will be shown to any foreigners who may be 
unfortunate enough to fall into their bands. The sense of 
insecurity expressed repeatedly by Mr. Meadows, which has 
often been represented as groundless, now appears to 
have only been too well founded; and it is a subject of 
congratulation that the American corvette Wachusetts will be 
at tho scene of danger in time, we hope, to afford tho neces- 
sary protection to the foreign residents in the scttlement. 


HONG KONO. 

The London mail of April 10 arrived on the 20th May. 
The P, and O. extra steamer Niphon arrived on the 24th with 
telegraphic dates of April 30. Telegrams of May 11 have also 
arrived out with the news of failure of Overend, Gurney, and Co. 

The screw steamer Far Eust, engaged to bring troops to 
England, had been subject to some delay owing to a case of 
small-pox occurring amongst the crew, but it was expected she 
would leave about the 30th May. The Whitcadder was to leave 
on the 20th with troops fer England, landing a portion at Algoa 
Bay, and taking on board a detachment of the 67th Regiment 
at Table Bay. 

The steamer Shaftesbury has arrived from Suez, Galle, and 
Singapore, bringing a general cargo sent to her from England 
through Egypt. 

The present French mail takes about 8,000 packages of new 
season's Foochow tea. 

His Excellency the Governor, from all accounts, is interesting 
himself among other important matters connected with the 
public works in the colony, more particularly with the construc- 
tion of new roads both east and west of Victoria. A partial survey 
has, we hear, been made from the head of the Wong-nei-chong 
valloy in a southerly direction, with a view of testing the prac- 








ticability of forming a road to Déep Water Bar, on the south 
west side of the island. ‘Ihe result has not transpired, but wo 
believe that the road can be constructed without any very great 
engineering obstacles having to be overcome, at a gradiant of 
one foot in twenty ; this for any long distance would be too heavy 
a drag for carriages, though for saddle horses it is not by any 
means severe. 

We hear that the officers of the Volunteer force have sent in 
their resignations to his Excellency the Governor, who has 
accepted them. The reasons assigned for this rather sudden 
step in the letter forwarding the resignations are, we believe, as 
follows :—First, the want of moral and substantial support 
which the corps received from the leading firms in the colony ; 
and, secondly, the utter impossibility of getting young men to 
join, and of making upa respectable muster on drill days, many 
members nover attending at all. This breaking up of the corps 
has been long anticipated, but it is not the less to be deplored. 

The US. steamer Wyoming reports that her engines having 
broken down she was taken in tow by the American steamer 
Suwonada and towed into port, the Surconada leaving again 
immediately. The U.S. steamer Hartford, which had left a 
few hours previous, returned in company. 

John Dent, Esq., is gazetted a member of the Legislative 
Council, vice the Hon. Francis Chomley resigned. Hugh Bold 
Gibb, Esq, is appointed to the Legislative Council during Mr. 
Sutherland’s leave of absence. 

By a notice in the Gazette the period of one month during 
which dollars are to be coined free of seignorage at the mint is 
extended to the 7th of August. 

The Opossum has returned to harbour from an expedition 
down the West Coast. She has, it seems, been again to Pak-sui, 
the scene, it will be remembered, of one of her former exploits. 
Here she took nine large snake boats with a great quantity of 
arms, and liberated three men who had beon taken prisoners 
by the pirates. They had been confined in one of the houses 
for two months, and one of them bore evident marks of torture. 
For this victim the pirates had demanded a ransom of $300. 
Lieutenant St. John was at first going to content himself with 
destroying the house in which the men had been imprisoned, 
but finding that two guns had again been mounted in the battery 
he determined to do the work more effectually, and demolished 
the‘wholo settlement. 

The new Seamen’s Hospital was inaugurated yesterday and 
shown to a small party of residents, invited by the trustecs. 
H. E. the Governor was present, and the visitors went through 
the building, inspecting the} admirable sanitary arrangements 
which have been made, the large and airy wards, the roomy 
verandahs, and the appliances for the health and comfort of the 
patients that have been supplied with so liberal a hand. Tho 
hospital consists of four wings, but the plan has been so ar- 
ranged that every ward is completely encircled by the breezo. 
Each wing is a complete building in itself and the verandahs 
only connect them. The central space is open to the air, and 
even this is not an enclosed quadrangle, but is open at the 
cornors, where the verandahs cross the intervals between the 
angles of the building. It follows ‘from this that the inner 
court is fresh: and breezy, and that the windows which look 
inward npon it gain as much air as thoso which look outwards, 
The building is composed of two stories, and the eastern and 
southern wings contain simply one room each, on each floor. 
Ta this manner there aro four large wards, each of which is at 
present furnished with twelve beds, though capable, of course, 
of containing more if they were ranged mor e closely. The other 
wings are divided into smallerfwards, some o ontaining two beds, 
some only one, for the accommodation of patients who can 
afford to pay more than the poorer seamen, In all, the build- 
ing is at prescnt arranged to receive sixty-eig "ht patients, the 
furniture is in its place, all the necessary phernalia is, we 
belicve, provided, and in point of fact the institui ion is ready for 
the service of the class in whose interest it has bet ‘2 constructed. 

And by what means has this splendid and co stly building, 
been produced? We believe there are few peoplo in the colony 
who are not aware that its existenco is to all . intents and 
purposes owing to the princely liberality of Jardine +» Matheson 
and Co. 

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Tho Hong Kong Royal Mint was opened on the ' 7th May 
with some ceremony, and the first dollar was publicl, v struck 
from a “durap” placed in the coining press by the In wds of 
the Governor's Indy. Some two millions of dollars’ wo tth of 
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bullion had been sent in for coinage previously to the opening 
day, and the presses are now hard at work producing our future 
currency. The appearance of the new coin has, however, 
elicited a feeling of general disappointment. Paltry is the only 
word that is applicable to both design and execution. The 
obverse has a fancy portrait of Her Majesty, floating in the 
midst of a flat waste of metal, the border being only occupied by a 
thin tracery in the style known as the “Greek Key,” in the 
midst of which are the words “ Victoria Queen.” The reverse 
is uglier even than this bald design. It consists in some un- 
symmetrical curves and angles, supposed to represent “ Chinese 
tracery,” enclosing four Chinese characters signifying one 
dollar, Hong Kong, accompanied by a similar inscription in 
English, and the “Greek Key” border as before. Tho whole 
design is deplorably wanting in attractiveness, and, although 
the head of Her Majesty is well executed in outline, the im- 
pression of the whole coin is so weak and thin that a month’s 
hard usage at the hands of the Chinese shroffs will surely 
obliterate almost every line and feature. The new bronze pence 
and halfpence in England are wiry and mean-looking enough, 
in all conscience, but they are quite outdone in this respect by 
the dollar which is to carry the idea of British dominion over 
all the regions of the East. The most scrious defect in this 
coin is, however, the milling, if the feeble scratches on tho edge 
may be described by that term. They have precisely the ap- 
pearance of having been done by hand, with a blunt penknife, 
and offer obviously every facility to the counterfeiters. The 
opinion of one of the most respectable Chinese traders, to whom 
I have just shown a specimen of the coin, is worth having. After 
inspecting it narrowly ho delivered nis verdict by saying :— 
“Ya! So fashion no can do! Chinaman too muchee easy 
makee allo same! My can secure two moon more have got 
plenty copper dollar this side!” Tho native critic went on to 
say that nothing but lettering on the edge would secure a coin 
against the successful attempts of the counterfeiters, I greatly 
fear that the unfavourable opinion of this individual will be 
shared by his countrymen to an extent which will make them 
very shy of the new dollar. 

If the experiment of raising the Hong Kong Mint into a 
lucrative source of revenue should fail, the colony will find 
itself in serious difficulties, owing to the heavy expense to 
which it has been put in the erection and maintenance of the 
works, Sir Richard Macdonnell rather startled the community 
the other day by telling the Legislative Council in a very out- 
spoken manner that bankruptcy was staring them in the face, 
and his Excellency has promised a speedy and exhaustive exa- 
mination into the state of the finances. Under such circum- 
stances it will of course be doubly unfortunate if the circula- 
tion of the new dollar should be impeded by faults of work- 
manship such as I have pointed out, and before which mere 
inelegance of design sinks into insignificance. It seems strange, 
however, that England, so proud of her engineering and mecha- 
nical pre-eminence, should produce such a coin as this, as far 
behind the five-franc pieces turned out at Paris at the present 
day as a groat of Queen Elizabcth’s time is inferior to a 
modern sixpence. 

There have been some reports of rebel disturbances in 
Fukien, in or near the tea districts, but I hear from Foochow 
that the outbreak is a mere case of local brigandage. The 
accounts from the North of China are moro favourable, as an 
important success over the mounted banditti in tho province 
in which Newchwarg is situated. Otherwise, there is abso- 
lutely no news of consequence.

The delay of the transfer (says the Straits Times) continucs 
to exercise , very baneful influence on the progress of the 
Place, which: cannot but be much retarded by the unsettled 
condition i n which its future governmont. is allowed to remain, 
As has ber sn constantly pointed out, the extended commerce of 
this place now rests on a very precarious foundation, calling for 
the utme ist solicitude. “The prosperity and progress of no 
country ever lay so completely at the mercy of its Govern- 
ment,” and with no Government at all—or at least with no le- 
gislatic n, as at present—it is unnecessary to exaggerate the 
danger of our situation. ; There is at present some talk of 








another public meeting to memorialise the Secretary of State 
or the Colonies once more on the subject ; but such a strong 
conviction, backed as it is by private advices from friends of 
the Settlement in London, still prevails in the measure yet pass- 
ing the present session, that it is probable the mecting will be 
delayed till this is definitely known. 

‘The past fortnight had witnessed a very successful effort, put 
forth chiefly by the ladies of the Scttlement, to provide funds 
for the improvement and maintenance of the Botanical Gardens 
here, which are perhaps unsurpassed in beauty by those of any 
other place in India, The effort took the form of a fancy fate, 
held in the large mess-room of the long untenanted barracks 
opposite the Gardens, and a general holiday was proclaimed on 
account of it. The result will be a large addition to the Gar- 
den funds, further supplemented by aconcert given by the ama- 
teurs in the Town-hall the following evening. 

The mercantile community here already begin to complain 
of the mystifications attending a continuous stream of doubtful 
telegrams. Hardly three days now pass without the arrival of 
some steamer from India or Galle, bringing a budget of telegra- 
phic news so disjointed and contradictory as to be extremely 
perplexing. The order of transmission is said to be sadly con- 
founded, the same telegram often coming under three different 
dates, a state of affairs far from satisfactory, and likely to ex- 
ercise a very prejudicial effect upon trade. 

The Straits Times has the following remarks on tho intro- 
duction of the new Hong Kong coinage into Singapore as a 
local currency :—“ When the Hong Kong ten cent pieces wero 
first imported, we directed attention to the very great advan- 
tages which their adoption into currency here would be likely 
to secure. Not the least of these we pointed out would Ppos- 
sibly be a very marked reduction in the minor items of daily ex- 
penditure. Copper cents are too cumbersome, too troublesome to 
count, to be desirable tenants either of the pocket or,the cash 
box ; they are seldom kept at command, and when they are, are 
naturally dispensed with a very indifferent hand. The silver 
pieces, on the contrary, are both portable and convenient, and 
would enable ready-money payment to be adopted for the set- 
tlement of small amounts, instead of necessitating a resort to 
‘chits” This custom of giving chits lies at the bottom of a 
good deal of the little extravagances of the place; it is not a 
method of payment which can be properly felt. The mere 
signing of pieces of paper cannot impress the mind with the 
same sense of diminishing resources as the actually taking out 
of the coin from one’s pocket or cash box, and hence an un- 
witting prodigality ill-suited to the times. It is truo there 
comes a periodical adjustment when the consequences of the 
system are brought to our notice,—that is, when these chits aro 
summed up at the month's end—and a disagrecablo enough 
summing up it is, in which tho total always exceeds expecta- 
tion by a long way ; but though such adjustments are startling 
enough, yet the mischief they discloso has been done, and it 
is swallowed as a bitter pill and forgotten for another month. 
Tf the system of chits was abandoned by the young men of 
this place altogether, and cash payments rigidly adhered to, 
we warrant there would be a strong tido sct in in favour of 
prudence and retrenchment.” 

It is a somewhat remarkable fact that the arrival and de- 
parture of the mails from Singapore, in about seven cases in 
ten, necessitates working on Sunday. Commenting upon this the 
Straits Times says :— We would again urge the advisableness 
of setting apart one day as a gencral holiday after the depar- 
turo of cach mail which may necessitate working on a Sunday. 
It is almost superfluous to repeat the many arguments that 
exist in favour of this course, the greatest will always be found 
in the aching head and gencral worn-out powers of the man 
who tries to brave the mandate of nature and of God— Six 
days shalt thou labour and do all that thou hast to do.’ Putting 
aside all religious feeling and thosc higher aspirations and nobler 
dutics of man, which the thirst for gaiu and the necessity of 
keeping up with the universal pace scems to doom to tho sacri- 
fice, there should still be sufficient of the motive of sclf-preserva- 
tion to induce us to husband our forces, and by yielding to the 
universal law of nature, to preserve to ourselves in their full 
vigour those powers bestowed upon us, the use and not the 
abuse of which can alone keep us hale and healthy, and 
enable us to bear the effects of a climate sufficiently debilitating 
in itself, without calling in the aid of overwork, to diminish the 
chances of ever being able to enjoy that wealth. It is true 
that holidays have of late been rather more frequent than for- 
merly, and it is most undoubtedly a step in the right direction ; 
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but wo think that in all cascs in which the Sunday is set apart 
for work, owing to the arrival or departure of a mail, some 
other convenient day, as soou thereafter as possible, should be 
set apart, by unanknous consent, for rest aud recreation, so 
that tho dwellers in this island should not be compelled to 
labour more than the six days set aside for that purpose by an 
Authority whose wisdom not even the most unscrupulous will 
venture to call into question. 

Her Majesty's steamer Salamis is daily expected from England 
to relieve H.M.’s steamer Coquette, which is at present stationed 
hero, On tho arrival of the Su/umis the Coquette will, we hear, 
proceed to England to be paid off.

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COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. : 

‘Tea.—Telegraphic intelligence has been received of the opening of the 
market at Foo-Chow for the new season's tea at rates which will lay down 
here at 95.10d. ‘The Tueping, Ariel and Falcon have sailed, and about 
8,000 packages come forward by the |French mail steamer, which has 
now arrived at Marseilles. : 

Raw Sitx.—The quantity of raw silk taken by the Rangoon is as fol- 
lows :—427 bales and 11 cases for Southampton, and 110 bales and 2 cases 
for Marseilles ; total, 587 bales and 13 cases. 

Suanouat.—There are no transactions to report in China silk, and the 
unsold stock on this market is exhausted. The weather is everything that 
could be wished, and if all continues well, a fair crop may be expected 
next season. 

YoxouaMa.—Since the last report there has been but little change in 
the Silk market. The arrival of the London mail of the 26th of February 
confirming the unfavourable news previously received, has doubtless had 
a furtber 1 owssalng effect upon the market, but the total settlements for 
the fortnight amount to 500 bales, some portion of which, it is understood, 
is being shipped as remittances by the foreign houses. The quotations 
given below show a further average reduction of $35 to 50 per picul upon 
those of last mail, and the total absence of the finer descriptions of silk has 
become still more apparent ; the unsold stock now on offer, estimated at 
about 1,200 piculs of all sorts, being composed entirely of medium and 
and inferior grades, The total export from the Ist of July to date is now

Curtna Grass,—SHANGHAI.—Owing to the paucity of stocks, but 
little business has been done. A few transactions for export to England 
are reported at 13.7.5 to 14.1.0 tls. for fair white quality. Of No. 1 white 
there are but few bundles on the market, held at 15.2.5 tls. per picul. 
Stocks of both white and green are very small; the latter quality is held 
at 9.0.0 to 10.0.0 tls. per picul. No further supplies have come forward 
from Kiukiang and Hankow, both markets being bare of stocks. The 
new crop may be expected within 2} months. 

Corron.—Engagements have been made to load the Western chy 
and Luzon; at Hong Kong and Tien-tsin several vessels are to loa 
The cost of the article, fair quality, is for Tien-tsin quality, $20. About 
8,000 bales of the two sorts changed hands, and as some inquiry ensued, 
the quotations rose half a dollar to a dollar. ‘The report, however, of the 
continued dulness and depression in the London cotton market, which 
was received by last mail again quieted the market here, and sales since 
have been trifling. Bombay cotton is neglected. Bengal and Tien-tsin 
are inquired for at the low prices mentioned above, the quotations being, 
Bengal, $17.50 to 22; Tien-tsin, §20.50 to 21.50; Bombay, €18 to 
20.50, nominal. Imports from Calcutta amount to 6,000 bales, 








CHINA IMPORTS. 

During the fortnight there has been no inquiry for piece goods by 
Chinese buyers, and a few thousand pieces only of 8.4 Ibs. Grey Shirtings 
have been taken by foreign speculators at $4.25 to 4.30. Cotton Yarn 
has been wanted, and some of recent arrivals has sold above our last quo- 
tations. 

Raw Corron.—The low prices ruling have attracted some native 
buyers, and holders have been glad of the opportunity to reduce their 
stocks in the face of the heavy supplies which continue to arrive.

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MORTALITY OF TROOPS AT HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sin,—Having read in the columns of the London and China Tile- 
graph some statistical detaila given by Colonel North with reference to 
the recent sickness and mortality amongst the troops at Hong Kong. J am 
inclined to think that data therein exist for showing that the mortality to 
which the attention of the public has been chiefly drawn—namely, that 
in the 11th Reginent—is traceable to causes that were beyond the control 
of cither the military or the medical authorities, and that the impression 
which appears to be generally held, that it would have been averted had 
due attention been paid to the accommodation of the regiment on arrival, 
is an erroneous one. Tho following are Colonel North's statistics, ar- 
ranged in a tabular form, and which show the mortality and invaliding 
in the 9th and 1]th Regiments from the dates of their landing in China 
up to the 15th October, 1865. 
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It is clear from this return that the 9th Regiment, which we are war- 
ranted in assuming to have been as well provided in respect to barrack 
accommodation as any corps has yet been in China, suffered a considerable 
loss during the period over which these ies extend, though it does 

pecial cause, as that in the Lith 
Regiment has, in my opinion, somewhat hastily been. 

From statistical records and collateral evidence, it has been established 
beyond doubt that last hot season in Hong Kong was a very unhvalthy 
‘one—a result opposed, on the whole, to the experience of the three or 
four previous) years, the place having latterly commenced to acquire a 
acharacter for comparative salubrity—so much 80, that in 1862 and 1X63 
it was used as a sanitarium for the troops in the north of China, and with 
satisfactory results, The 9th Regiment, therefore, was unfortunate in com- 
mencing its service in China by encountering a sickly season, the results 
of which are sufficiently apparent in the return, and still more so by some 
figures since given in the Pull Mall Gazette, bringing the sickness and 
mortality in this corps up to a later date than Colonel North's statistics do 
—the total mortality amongst the men of the 9h Regiment being given 
as 48, and the number invalided at 139; being 10 deaths and 61 invalid- 
ings in excess of those up to the 15th October, 1865. The same statis- 
tica bring the mortality and invaliding in the 11th Regiment up to 58 and 
189 respectively. 
en for granted, therefore, that mode of location had no- 
in the 9th Regiment, seeing 
that “sanitary science"—as it is the fashion of the day to designate a few 
common-sense principles in the management of bodies of men—has been 
at work since 1 endeavouring to periect the accommodation for one 
European regiment at Hong Kong—namely, the head-quarters on the 
island itself, and a wing on the recently annexed portion of the mainland 
of China, known as Kowloon. If, therefore, the 9th Regiment has suf- 
fered from the effects of a Hong Kong sickly season, it is manifestly 
unfair and inconsistent to say that there are any grounds for supposing 
that the Ith Regiment would have enjoyed immunity from its effects, 
however well they might have been domiciled on arrival. 

As any one possessing the least knowledge of China could have fure- 
told, the 11th Regiment not only suffered, but did so more severely than 
the 9th Regiment. This excess of sickness and mortality in the 11th 
Regiment appears to be attributed entirely to the defective manner in 
which it is alleged to have been accommodated. Individually, 1 am in- 
clined to think that it is much more probably attributable to the fact that 
while the 9th Regiment had the advantage of being acclimatised, as it 
were, during the months of February, March, and April, when the weather 
s moderately cool, the 11th Regiment landed in the end of May, just as 
¢ intense imoist heat of summer was fairly established ; and, as a natural 
consequence, the men were by no means so favourably situated for bearing 
up against the sickly season as the soldiers of the 9th’ Regiment were. 

Much stress has been laid and vituperative comment expended on the 
fact that the 1th Regiment was sent over to Kowloon, but it must be re- 
membered that this place was specially selected by the ‘sanitary authorities 
of the expeditionary army in China in 1860, as the spot best adapted for 
building new barracks on, and that the intention at that period was, that 
our entire military establishments, hospital included, were to be removed 
to it from Hong Kong. ‘That Kowloon was not likely to prove a success 
I formed the opinion a very short time after it was taken into occupation, 
and though the opinion was viewed locally at the time as a very para- 
doxical one, I nevertheless placed it on record in the annual report of the 
Bist Regiment for the year 1860, which I had to draw up, having been placed 
in medical charge of that corps about six weeks prior to the termination 
of the year. ‘The grounds ou which I founded my opinion, and the details 
Tentered into respecting Kowloon, are inuch tov lengthy for insertion, and 
I will confine myseif to quoting the concluding remarks I made on the 
subject :—“ 1 have gone thus fur into detail, aud touched on what probably 
may be viewed as matter somewhat irrelevant to the true object of this 
report, but in so doing, my object has been to draw attention as much as 
possible to Kowloon; believing that a costly experiment in pursuit of 
hygiene is about to be undertaken, the results of which will, in all proba- 
bility, be unsatisfactory, unless the movement is based on a true apprecia- 
tion of all the causes which have rendered Hong Kong hitherto so fatal to 
the health of soldiers. That any material difference exists between the 
climates of Kowloon and Hong Kong I do not believe, unless, possibly, from 

vast number of graves which are scattered over it, the former inay be 
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the most unhealthy of the two, and to hope for any general sanitary im= 
provement on the health of future garrisons in China, atteution to several 
points (hitherto overlooked) beyond the mere erection of barracks on 
sites exposed to the south-west monsoon, will have to receive special atten- 
tion, and which relate principally to the selection of proper men, their 
“hina by modes of transport calculated to prevent th 
constitutional powers becoming lowered during the voyage, the provision 
on lauding of sufficient eubie space and proper ventilation in their 
dormitories, combined with attention to their diet and habits gene- 
rally of life. That these indications are ever likely to be sati 
factorily fulfilled on the present system of garrisoning Hong Kou 1 
think improbable; but I incline to the belief that they might be ulti- 
mately attained by the establishment of a resiment raised specially for 
China on principles similar to those on which the oue serving at St. 
Helena is recruited ; certain inducements, I believe, being held out to 
good soldiers to volunteer. The formation of such a corpa, to be com- 
posed of men only whose habits, health, and general character had been 
subjected to some years’ test, would be attended with much practical good, 
and be productive of very considerable pecuniary saving to the Govern- 
ment.” Whether the observations, of which the foreg: extract was the 
conclusion, exercised any influence or not I have no means of knowing ; 
all I can say is that the construction of permanent barracks and hospitals, 
which was recommended strongly by the sanitary authorities in 1860 has 
not yet been carried out, though temporary barracks have been erected, 
and’ the place continued as a military station up to the present time, with 
results, however, of a nature similar to those which, six years ago, I stated 
would most probably occur. In making these remarks I'do so in the hope 
of possibly drawing attention to the question of ganisoning Hong Kong 
on a different principle to that which is at present followed, and which is 
sure periodically to be attended with disasters such a now occupy atten

THE INDIA AND CIIINA BANKS.

The other banks 
have their head offices in India, and consequently could not juin 
the movement at present. We aro painfully reminded now, in 
dealing with the standing institutions of China, of the absence 
of the once important Agra and Commercial Banks, two of tho 
oldest establishments, 


It being considered desirable to shorten the usance of the bills drawn 
in India and China on Europe, the undersigned hereby give notice that 
from the Ist of January, 1867, their branches and agencies in the East 
will only buy and sell bills of exchange at a term not exceeding four 
months’ sight. 

‘The undersigned further give notice that they will purchase bills of ex- 
change, drawn under credits, only when the credits contain a distinct en- 
gagement with the holders of the bills to accept the same.

‘They are, there- 
fore, likely to direct their correspondents not to draw upon them at less 
than the usual term, in which ease the business now decliued by the banks 
in question will sinply be transierred to private bankivg and agency 
houses, or to the banks that have refused to join in the new rule. itis 
desirable that the fa of eredit so wildly granted during the past two 
or three years to weak speculators should be cut off, and the shortening of 
the term of bills would contribute to that result, but a remedy which in- 
terferes with the understood routine of trade is sure to fall into desuctude 
so s00n as the excitement under which it was adopted shall have passed 
away. ‘The true plan of security must be found in making advances on 
goods only within the most prudent limits and to parties of unquestioned 
character, and if these precautions ars neglected no artificial res 
will supply their place.

TELEGRAPHIC * COMMUNICATION WITII CHINA AND 
AUSTRALIA. 

A new scheme for a system of telegraphic communication 
on a very comprehensive scale has been promulgated. It pro- 
poses to construct, firstly, an overland line of telegraph between 
Rangoon and Singapore, with a branch to Bangkok and Saigon ; 
secondly, a line from Singapore by way of Bonealis, Siak, Padang, 
Bencoolen, and Lampong to Anjer, through Java, and so on to 
Australia ; and thirdly, it is proposed to reach China either 
from Saigon or Hue, by a land line round the northern shore 
of the Gulf of Tonquin, or a submarine one via Hainan—tho 
latter being apparently the more feasible of the two. Sooner 
or later we shall doubtless have telegraphic communication, 
more or less direct, between all our colonies and depen- 
dencies in the East, and there can of course be no harm in 
ventilating apy projects of this nature that may from time to 
time appear. But it will be the work of some years to over- 
come the many obstacles that present themselves to the execu- 
tion of even a small portion of this extensive scheme, which is 
——on paper—so easily sketched out. 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

We have already noticed the introduction of the Bill for the 
transfer of the Straits Settlements, and but for the suspension of 
the Parliament we should now have the pleasure of announcing that 
it had passed through all its stages. However, we feel quite safe in 
assuring our readers that the remaining stages of the Bill will not 
meet with any opposition in the Commons or Lords from either 
Liberals or Conservatives, as the good offices of Lord Sranuey 
have already been engaged in its promotion. The Bill itself 
contains only a few pro forma clauses, granting powers to Her 
Masesty in Council to assume the Government, &. ‘The fourth 
aud last clause is, however, of very considerable importance, 
and we dcom it best to give it entire, and at the same time wo 
must express our opinion that the Secretary of Srare for the 
Corontes has exercised a wise discretion in not makiag a swoep- 
ing chauge in the government at once. By this measure he 
will gain the experienco necessary for the government of the 
place, according to the formula of the Culonial-oflice. In the 
meuntimo it will, we presume, be open to any officer of the 
present Government to make any representations as to a con- 
tinuance in office or pension from their old masters the Govern- 
ment of India, Ultimately we believe the various offices will 
be filled according to the suggestions of Sir Hercutes Ronin- 
soy, which will be found in the official correspoudence which 
we have forwarded to our agents for the inspection of such of our 
subscribers who may be desirous of sccing it. Henceforth the 
Straits Scttlemcuts will be in a position to make such progress 
as may be compatible with surrounding interests ; and we trust 
that even the minority who do not approve of the transfer will 
now give their hearty co-operation to measures designed for the 
general good. ‘The following is the extract alluded to above :-— 

Until otherwise provided by Her Majesty in Council, or by such three 
OF more persons a aforesaid, all laws or regulations (except the aforesaid 

Act of Parliament), which, when this Act shall come into operation, shall 
be in force in the said Settlements and their dependencies, and all pro- 
ceedings of any court of justice had or to be had therein, shall be and 
continue to be of the sgine force and effect, and all judicial and other 














+ officers who, when this Act sball come into operation, shall be lawfully 
exercising their offices in the said Settlements and their dependencies, 
shall continue to have and exercise the same functions and authorities 
therein as if this Act had not been passed. 





THE SINGAPORE SCREW PILE PIER. 

We are glad to learn that this company has obtained the 
concession of land required for its intended works from the 
Government of tho Straits Settlements on very satisfactory 
terms, The ground extends westward from the present com- 
mercial centre of the town, and will when reclaimed form a 
space of between forty and fifty acres, to be planned out in 
town allotments, which must] from their advantageous position, 
be of great value. From the east end of this concession tho 
pier will run out into the centre of the harbour, as described 
in our issue of the 11th September last. The plan adopted is 
that of Captain Mayne, R.E,, which has been selected from 
three competing ones, and as it differs in some reepects from 
the original intentions of the company there will be more delay 
in commencing active operations than was at first anticipated. A 
railway is talked of, we hear, to connect Singapore with New 
Harbour, and should this project be carried out the company 
will have to allow ita right of way through their new concession, 
in which case they will, of course, claim and receive fair com- 
pensation. But it is by no means itaprobable that the com- 
pletion of the pier will render the proposed railway quite a 
superfluous work, inasmuch as New Harbour, with its strong 
tides and contracted space, will not offer much inducement to 
shipping when vessels can avail themselves of the superior 
facilities for landing and shipping cargo offered by the pier. 

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

New arrangements have been made in the railway service on 
the Italian lines, and the entiro distance between London and 
Brindisi is now performed in 68 hours. The company have thrown 
the saving of time into the earlier arrival at Alexandria, leaving 
Brindisi at 6 a.M. on the 7th, 14th, 22nd, and 30th, instead of 
3p. as before. The railway works on Mont Cenis are pro- 
gressing, and also the harbour improvements at Brindisi. 
Captain Tyzor’s report to Government has not yet been 
published, but it is believed to be favourable,

THE SAN FRANCISCO AND CHINA LINE, 

We have not yet received intelligence of the despatch of the 
steamers from New York intended for the San Francisco, Japan, 
and China line. We hear from San Francisco, however, that 
the Chamber of Commerce had petitioned that the steamers 
should not be required to call at the Sandwich Islands, It was 
in tho first instance decided to call there for the purpose of 
coaling, but it now appears that sufficient coal can be carried 
for the whole passage, jand that the detention there can be 
saved. A separate line of small steamers is proposed between 
San Francisco and Honolulu. 

It is announced that an arrangement has been concluded be- 
tween the’American company and the French Transatlantic line 
from St. Nazaire and Havre to Panama, by which goods and 
passengers can bo conveyed by this route to the Far East. Of 
course the line will be equally available for the English boats 
from Southampton in the hands of the Royal Mail Steam Com- 
pany, who will nofdoubt be fully alive to the opening now made 
for them of sharing in the traftic to China and Japan. The 
opportunities now avoilable for visiting China will no doubt 
cause a large influx of visitors next year. Of the route by 
Russia, the Amoor, &c., we find the fullowing account in a con- 
temporary :— 

Of the various routes which travellers to and from China follow 
there are but two which are in common use, viz., that usually and now-a- 
days incorrectly termed the “ Overland Route ” and the long journey by 
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Jand via Peking, Siberia, and St. Petersburg. A third route, which 
during the summer months is quite as practicable and far more agreeable 
to those who dislike spending nineteen days in the Mongolian desert, or 
who, from constitutional or other causes, find a long sea passage to be an 
extreme discomfort, is open to the public ; but though it was described in 
one of our first-class periodicals some months ago very few seemed to have 
availed themeclves of the advantages it presents. This is no doubt greatly 
owing to the fact that steam communication between Shanghai and the 
mouth of the Amoor is very uncertain ; for it is to the route via Nicolay- 
efsk and Irkutsk that we invite the attention of our readers. 

Supposing that the homeward-bound traveller has reached Shanghai 
and is fortunate enough to meet a steamer hound for Nicolayefsk, a short 
run of from five to seven days will see him safely landed at the latter port. 
Steamers run constantly from this place to within four days’ ride of Irkutsk, 
occupying 25 days on the passage. There is a considerable difference be- 
tween being at sea and gliding along the smooth surface of an inland 
river, and few would be found to object to so convenient and comfortable 
a mode of travelling as the latter generally proves to be. There is, so far 
as we can learn, no great difficulty in obtaining transport overland from 
the point where navigation ceases to Irkutsk. ing! reached this point 
20 days by post will carry the traveller to Nijni Novgorod, where the ‘rail- 
‘way commences, and a very few days moro will see him safely housed at 
his destination. | On the road from Irkutsk to Nijni Novgorod the first 
half will be found very agreeable travelling. In Western Siberia the 
roads are somewhat swampy during the summer months and the traveller's 
press will necessarily be slower. No actual discomfort need however 

e feared, as the Russian posting arrangements are by no means bad. For 
those who can command official the advantages of this route are of 
course much greater than to the ordinary traveller ; but agentleman from 
whom we have received some information on the subject has assured us that 
all persons are likely to meet with civility and attention.

Quelques mots sur la Cochin Chine en 1866, par L. des 
Coincy. 8vo. Paris, Chatlamel Ainé, 

Such is the title of a small work of seventy pages by a gen- 
tleman connected with the Imperial Government, who has spent 
some time in the country of which he speaks, and recounts 
his impressions in plain unpretending language. He is evi- 
dently deeply impressed with the value and importance of the 
settlement to France, but he states the facts as they appeared 
to him in a manner to win the attention of all who are inte- 
rested in the present and future of Cochin China and the neigh- 
bouring countries. The work is divided into two parts, the first 
being a general description of the country, given in several journey 
in various directions ; and the second, an account of the military 
forces, administrative organisation, justice, finances, agriculture, 
concessions, aud commerce, M, de Coincy expresses his grati- 
tude for the manner in which he was treated while in Cochin 
China, and says that the object of his work is to combat that 
determined indifference, or hostility, which is unfortunately 
only too wide spread in Franco with respect to that country. 
As regards the feeling of the natives, M. de Coincy says :— 
**Since the spring of 1865, the Annamite Government having 
lost all hope of our relinquishing our establishment, submits 
frankly to it, and the high functionaries of the native districts 
entertain frequent friendly intercourse with the French.” He 
adds that the authorities of the three provinces of Ha-tien, 
An-giang, and Vinh-long assisted at the agricultural and indus- 
trial exhibition held at Saigon in February last. As regards the 
climate and productions, M.jde Coincy speaks in the highest 
terms ; and he gives an idea of the extent of the French set- 
tlemment by stating that it is equal in surface to that of New Cale- 
donia, or about one twenty-third part of the whole of France. He 
gives an account of each river and of the system of canals, 
which will be useful to visitors to Cochin China, but which is 
too long to quote, The [comparison that is sometimes made 
between Saigon and Singapore the author meets in the follow- 
ing manuer :—* We cannot see what comparison can be estab- 
lished between the capital of a settlement which has had but 
three years of tranquil existence, between a town situated 
fifty-six miles up a river, and a colony thirty years old, which 





has the advantage of priority, of a superior geographical posi- 
tion, and which has long been the entrepot of Eastern 
commerce. We say more, we do not desire to sce Saigon 
completely resemble Singapore, and we should prefer for the 
future of our colony a compact homogeneous opulence, useful 
above all to the metropolis, to an agglomeration of twenty 
different races, based solely on external commerce, and without 
those special resources which should be liable to all the chances 
of a distant war.” The routes described in this little work 
——and described as having been passed over by the author 
many times, aro:—From Saigon towards the north by the 
grand road, thirty leagues in length, to Tayninh ; then east- 
ward to Bienhoa, Baria,and Cape Saint Jacques ; and lastly a 
voyage by water in the Phuoc-Loc, the Tanhoa, and the province 
of Mitho, The accounts of these trips are enlivened with 
much interesting matter relative to the natural beauties of the 
countries, the works and the manners and customs of the 
people, but the main object, namely, the practical importance 
of the country, is well maintained throughout. 

M. de Coincy gives a pleasing picture of the hospitality of 
the people :—“In Cochin China hospitality is still that of the 
patriarchs : If you are hungry, eat ! If you are thirsty, drink! 
If you are fatigued, rest for one, two, three or as many days 
as you please! Every man who rides on horseback meets with 
this hospitality.” We hope that the horse-and-shay limit is 
not more strictly defined in Cochin China than in other coun- 
tries. The Annamites seem to be oxcellent roadmakers, and 
we regret that space will not permit us to dwell upon this 
subject. Another subject of interest is the native organisation 
of the post, which seems somewhat to resemble that of the 
Tartar post of Russia, M. de Coincy, like all who have visited 
Cochin China, speaks highly of the excellence and variety of the 
timber trees. He says that a few Europeans are engaged in 
the trade, but onlyfon the banks of the rivers ; yet that in 1864 
the revenue derived by the Government from timber exported 
from the province of ‘I'ay-ninh exceeded 12,000 piastres, or 
nearly £3,000. Large forests of pine and spruce firs have 
been discovered in the Upper Cambogia, and these are now 
beginning to be worked. ‘The enormous export trade which 
Mitho, Vin-luong and Cambogia could supply would become, 
as it were,” says M. de Coincy, “the property of whoever will 
establish a line of steamers,” 

M. de Coincy gives tables of the finance, navigation, and 
trade of the colony for the year 1865 showing an increase, as 
compared with 1864, of 1,071,000 francs in revenue ; 121,763 
tons in shipping ; and 4,592,658 francs in exports, 





The Albert N'yanza, Great Basin of the Nile, and Explorations 
of the Nile Sources. By Samoxn Waive Baker, M.A, 
F.R.GS. Two Vols, London: Macmillan and Co. 

The problem of the sources of the Nile seems to have 
exercised an extraordinary fascination over the minds of mortals 
for countless ages. Yet there can be little doubt that the 
learned men of antiquity had become masters of the solution, 
and that, as in many other things, the task of the moderns is 
not that of original discoverers, but the less honourable one of 
endeavouring to regain a clue that has has been carelessly or 
clumsily lost. Ptolemy, the Egyptian geographer of the second 
century, describes the Nile as emanating from two great lakes 
that received the snows of the mountains in Ethiopia; and 
Grant and Speke, and Baker, have done no more than 
verify the assertion and bring back into the domain of our own 
knowledge what was probably ascertained to be fact fully a 
thousand years ago. All honour, however, to the explorers 
just named as having gained for England the glory of this 
perilous investigation. Natives of all countries of Europe 
have lately been sccking for fame in the wilds of Africa. 
Baron von Decken, a Hanoverian, is the last who paid for his 
daring with loss of life ; and though Mrs. Baker, who accom- 
panied her husband through the wholo journey, confers on 
English womanhood the crown of both courageous affection aud 
complete success, yet it must be remembered that her husband 
left at Khartoum, on starting for his voyago, a steamer “ be- 
longing to tho Dutch ladies, Madame van Copellan and her 
charming daughter, Mademoiselle Tinne,” who were also bent 
on penetrating further up the great river—the whole party, 
with the exception of the younger lady, afterwards dying of the 
fever of Central Africa, Mr. Baker had qualified himself for 
his enterprise by a long course of adventure in tropical climates. 
The author of “The Kifle ond the Hound in Ceylon,” and of 
“Eight Yeara’ Wanderings inD,eylon,” had proved himsclf an 
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indefatigable hunter and an unerring shot—qualities that in 
the interior of Africa often proved available for a dinner when 
neither money nor goods could be turned to account. Ho is 
made to confess, however, that the animals he had to contend 
with in Africa wre far more worthy of the hunter's skill than 
his old Ceylon acquaintances of the samo race. The females 
of the African elephaut, it seems, are equal to the males of the 
Indian island, Indeed, the African elephant is not only entirely 
different from the Indian species in his habits, but also in form. 
What Mr. Baker lays down on this point is worth quoting, 
bearing in mind the weight of his authority in such matters. 
He says :— 1" , 

The elephant is by far the most formidable of all animals, and the Afri- 
can variety is more dangerous than the Indian, as it is next to impossible to 
kill it by the forehead shot, The head is so peculiarly formed that the ball 
either passes over the brain, or lodges in the immensely solid bones and car- 
tilages that contain the root of the tusk. . . . The character of the 
country naturally influences the habits of the animals : thus Africa, being 
more generally open than the forest-clad Ceylon, the elephant is more ac- 
customed to activity, and is much faster than the Ceylon variety. Being an 
old elephant-hunter of the latter island I was exceedingly interested in the 
question of variety of species, and I had always held the opinion that the 
‘African elephant might be killed with the same facility as that of Ceylon 
by tho forehead shot, provided that a sufficient charge of powder were used 
to penetrate the extra thickness of the head. Ihave found by much expe- 
rience that I was entirely wrong, and thatalthough by chance an African ele- 
phant may be killed by the front shot, it is the exception to the rule. The 
danger of the sport is accordingly much increased, as it is next to impos- 
sible to kill the elephant when in full charge, and the only hope of safety 
consists in turning fim by s continucas fre with heavy guns; this cannot 
always be effected. . . . The temple shot, and that behind the ear, 
are equally fatal in Africa as in Ceylon, provided the hunter can approach 
within ten or twelve yards ; but altogether the hunting is far more difficult, 
as the character of the country does not admit of an approach sufliciently 
close to guarantee a successful shot. In the forests of Ceylon an elephant 
can be stalked to within a few paces, and the shot is seldom fired ata 
greater distance than ten yards; thus accuracy of aim is insured; but in 
the open ground of Africa, an elephant can seldom be approached within 
fifty yards, and should he charge the hunter's escape is most diflicult. 1 
never found African elephants in good jungle except once, and on that oc- 
casion Ishot five, quite as quickly as we should kill them in Ceylon, 

Mr. Baker’s pages put an end to the fear of the supply of 
ivory suddenly and spcedily ceasing, for Central Africa still teems 
with this noble game. One drawback to security in this re- 
spect is that the barbarous natives hunt the animal for the sake 
of the flesh alone, and up to within tho last fifty years, perhaps, 
the tusks were considered as worthless, and treated as bones. 
Were the elephant killed only for his ivory, none but full-grown 
ones would be slaughtered ; but where “ the pot” is the motive 
to the chase it is to be feared much untimely murder is perpe- 
trated. 

It will be in the memory of our readers,—for the narrative of 
Speke and Grant, and the proceedings of various learned socictics, 
have made the public interested in and thoroughly informed 
on all that refers to the discovery of the two great Lakes— 
that Mr. Baker met tie travellers just mentioned at Gondokoro, 
he on his way into the interior, and the latter returning to Eng- 
land, From them our traveller derived hints and instructions 
of the utmost value, and throughout his volumes he takes care 
to give his precursors the full share of merit that belongs to 

them. As he justly observes, “a great geographical fact has 
through our joint labours been most thoroughly established” — 
viz. that the sources of the Nile are to be traced to two great 
fresh-water inland seas, the Victoria N’yanza, discovered by 
Speke and Grant, and the Albert N’yanza, by Baker. ‘The geo- 
graphical fact thus established we will state in the words of the 
latter :— 

The Nile, cleared of itsmystery, resolves itself into comparative simplicity. 
‘The actual basin of the Nile is iucluded between about 22° and 39° East 
longitude, and from 3° South to 18° North latitude, The drainage of 
that vast area is monopolised by the Egyptian river. The Victoria and 
‘Albert lakes, the two great equatorial reservoirs, are the recipients of all 
aflluents south of the Equator; the Albert lake being the grand reservoir, 
in which are concentrated the entire waters from the south, in addition to 
tributaries from the Blue Mountains, from the north of the Equator. The 
Albert N'yanza is the great basin of the Nile. distinction between 
that and the Victoria N’yanza is, that the Victoria is a reservoir receiving 
the eastern affluents, and it becomes a starting point, or the most elevated 
source, at the point where the river issues from it at the Ripon Falls: the 
Albert is a reservoir not only receiving the western and southern afluents 
direct from the Blue Mountains, but it also receives the supply from the 
Victoria and from the e1 equatorial Nile basi The Nile, as it issues 
from the Albert N'yanza is the entire Nile; prior to its birth from the 
Albert lake it is not the entire Nile. A glance at the map will at once 
exemplify the relative value of the two great lakes. ‘The Victoria gathers 
all the waters on the eastern side, and sheds them into the northern ex- 
tremity of the Albert; while the latter, from its cbarecter and position, 
is the direct channel of the Nile that reccives all waters that belong to the 
equatorial Nile basin. ‘Ihus the Victoria is the first source ; but from the 
Albert the river issues at once as the great White Nile. 


After _all,therefore, we have no certainty thatthe discovery of 






























the source of this great river has been accomplished. Thetwo lakes 
are moro properly described as “ reservoirs ” than as sources, 
Baker’s southernmost point was 1° 13’ N., on his march from 
Kamrasi’s capital to the Albert lake; the latitude of Vacovia, 
where he struck the lake, being 1° 15’ N. But the lake is 
reported,by the natives to bo well known as far as between 12 
and 2° South, where it turns to the West, its further extent 
being unknown. The real source of the Nile, then, may yet 
be some magnificent river flowing into the extreme south-west, 
point of this inland sca—for sea it is, as our present know- 
ledge of it stretches over five degrees of latitude. And now, 
it may bo asked, what has Humanity gained by tho starvation 
and toil and fever endured by these hardy explorers? Let 
Mr. Baker answer :— 

Should the slave trade be suppressed, there will be a good openingfor 
the ivory trade; the conflicting trading parties being withdrawn, and the 
interest of the trade exhibited by a single company, the natives would no 
longer be able to barter ivory for cattle; thus they would be forced to 
accept other goods inexchange. ‘The newly-discovered Albert Lake opens 
the centre of Africa to navigation. Steamers ascend from Khartoum to 
Gendokoro in latitude 4° 53/, Seven days’ march south from that station 
the navigable portion of the Nile is reached, where vessels can ascend 
direct to the Albert lake—thus an enormous extent of country is opened to 
navigation, and Manchester goods and various other articles would find a 
ready market in exchange for ivory at a prodigious profit, as in those 
newly-discovered regions ivory has & merely nominal value.” Beyond this 
commencement of honest trade I cannot offer a suggestion, as no produce 
of the country exceptivory could afford the expense of transport to Europe, 
If Africa is to be civilised it must be effected by commerce, which, once 
established, will open the way for missionary labour; but all ideas of 
commerce, improvement, and the advancement of the African race, that 

hilanthropy can suggest, must be discarded until the traffic in slaves shall 
Rave ceased to exist 

The slave trade will never be suppressed unless by the active 
and energetic interference of the European Governments, All 
the difficulties, other than thoso of the climate, that Mr. Baker 


'had to contend with arose from the circumstance that through- 


out his journey he was looked upon by the ivory-traders as an 
English spy, sent with no other purpose than to stop their 
nefarious traffic. Nay, the flag of one Consul was actually 
prostituted to protect the crime. One of the traders at Gon- 
dokoro was a Copt, tho father of the American Consul at 
Khartoum ; and to Mr. Baker’s surprise he saw a vessel full of 
these brigands arrive at the last-named place with the American 
flag flying at the mast-head. Even attempts at exploration 
seem for the moment to bo destined to spread this and other 
curses of the human race. Mr, Baker was unable to make his 
way to the lake without securing the escort of Ibrahim, a com- 
mander of Turkish traders ; and, indeed, persuading the latter, 
by holding out to him a prospect of immense quantities of 
ivory, to penetrate into a district entirely strange to him. 
No sooner does the new adventurer arrive than he forms the 
usual alliance with Kamrasi, the sovereign of the country, 
affording the tyrant the aid of his musketecrs to take 
vengeance on his enemies—the guerdon being a payment of 
ivory by the former, and all the cattle they could secure and 
whatever number of the population—that is, of the women 
and children—they chose to carry away into slavery. Mr. Baker, 
too, hits on the idea of distilling a spirit from the sweet potato, 
inthe hope of curing himself of a fever that had stuck to hita 
for mouths, by reason of his quinine being exhausted, The 
potato whisky effects the desired cure, but the king hears of 
the wondrous cordial— 

He called it the maroua (cider) of our country, and pronounced it so 
far superior to his own that he determined to establish a factory. When I 
explained to him that it was the produce of sweet potatoes, he expressed 
his regret that he had never sufficiently appreciated their value, and he 
expressed a determination to cultivate whole distriets. Ibrahim was re- 
quested to leave one of his men who understood the management of a still 
to establish aud undertake the direction of “ King Kamrasi’s Central 
African Unyoro Potato Whisky Company, Unlimited.” 

Our extracts have been directed to the more important con- 
siderations that will occur to the mind from a perusal of the 
volumes, but of their extreme interest they convey little 
notion, The greater portion of the work is matter to be 
devoured, not read; aud the reader is never brought to a 
stand-still by long disquisitions on geology, or natural history, 
or geography, The moment after we get to Gondokoro aud 
quit the “ heart-breaking river,” with its endless windings and 
delays and imishaps, all is pure unmitigated adventure. Always 
in peril, ever on the watch, ever having to trust to the rifle for 
food for the whole party, ever on the guard inst injuries 
from man, from the elements, and from the animals and reptiles 
of the country, Mr. Baker's every page has its sensation. ‘To 
travellers about to undertake a dangerous journcy in unsettled 
regions the book abounds in useful warnings and suggestions. 




















! Each precaution adopted by the experienced voyager and hunter 
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is noted throughout, from the entire organisation of the expe- 
dition down to the happy circumstance of the favourite little 
rifle being in perfect order at a most critical moment, “ thanks 
to Eley’s double waterproof central fire-caps, which will resist all 
weathers.” Tho prosence of Mrs. Baker throughout all his 
dangers adds an inexpressiblo charm to the story, by shedding 
a womanly refinement over many of the scenes passed through, 

Altogether, we have seen no book for a long period so extra- 
ordinarily suited to all readers, The sympathies of each are 
touched—ignoraut or scientific, serious or volatile, young or 
old, man or woman, boy or girl, wo will defy either to quit tho 
volumes till they havo been fairly read fthrough. Mr. Baker 
promises us another treat in his account of what befell him in 
Abyssinia, and we may confidently predict that tho fulfilment 
will bo eagerly looked for by thousands.

a Visit to the Agricultural Mongols ; the Hieroglyphic Character 
of the Chineso Written Lauguage ; and the Remains of Ancient 
Kambodia. 

Nature and Art is a new monthly periodical, a perfect marvel 
of beauty as far as tho artistic embellishments are concerned, 
and the letter-pross is not behiud hand in sterling merit.

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Comptoir 
d’Escompte is to be held on the 28th July. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England, The proportions allotted were—to Cal- 
cutta £114,600, to Madras £4,000, and to Bombay £20,000. 
The minimum price {was fixed at 1s. 10d. on Calcutta and 
Madras, and 1s. 10}d, on Bombay,’ further reduction of 2 per 
cent. in each case, All tenders at and above the minimum 
will receive in full, 

Nothing has resulted as to the efforts to resuscitate the 
Indian business of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. Mr. Ship- 
man, the London manager, has joined Mr. Shoemack (formerly 
of Overend’s) and established a bill brokering establishment 
under the title of William Shipman and Co., 12, Clement’s- 
lane. 

The new Joint-Stock Companies brought out during tho past 
six months are 32 in number, with a capital of £8,220,000, 
against 160 in the samo period last year, with a capital of 
£56,302,000. In the three years 1863-4 and 5, during which 
the mania for “limited” companics was in full play, the total 
number of undertakings started was 832 with an aggregate 
authorised capital of £363,000,000. The recent panic has 
virtually put a complete stop to the introduction of new 
schemes, and will doubtless induce greater caution among 
investors for the future. 

The suspension has been announced -of Messrs. Dadabhai, 
Navroji, and Co., of Great St. Helen’s, East India merchants, 
owing to the non-receipt of expected remittances from Bombay. 
Their liabilities are stated to be £305,0C0, and anticipations 
seem to be entertained of a favourable liquidation. 

The following is an extract from the report of the Oriental 
Hotels Company :-— 

With this report the balance-sheets of the company for the year ending 
the 3lst of December, 1865, are submitted to the shareholders. The di- 
rectors have much pleasure in informing the shareholders that at the date 
of the last reports they have received from Galle, viz., the 18th of May, 
the hotel at that place was nearly completed. The furniture and the first 
supply of European stores had arrived in good order, and the fitting up of 
the building had so far advanced that it was confidently expected the hotel 
would be opened on the 24th of May. The directors have no doubt that 
the business at Galle is by this time in full operation. The accounts have 
not yet been completely ‘rendered, but the board believe that the entire 























cost of the ground, with the buildings standi ing thereon at the time of the 
purchase, of the additions and alterations since made, and of the fittings 
and furniture of the hotel, will be about £20,000, Seven shops are 
attached to the new buildings, from which a good return is anticipated, 
and no doubts appear to bo felt by those upon the spot that a large and 
profitable business will be done by the company's hotel at Galle. such as 
its superior comforts and accommodation will deserve. In consequence 
of an outbreak of cholera in Egypt, the work of the Cairo Hotel was 
suspended for some considerable time last summer, but since the resump~ 
tion of work the building has beew progressing favourably. ‘The shares 
holders will observe that, at the date when the accompanying balance- 
sheets were closed, there was a large sum on deposit at interest in the bank 
which has sinco unfortunately failed ; but before the failure that deposit 
account had been closed, so that, as the shareholders have already been in_ 
formedby acircular, the balance at credit of the company’s open accoun; 
in London on the day of the bank's stoppage amounted only to £434 150. 
The Board of Trade Returns for the month, and five months, 
onded the 31st May, indicat that trado is ina healthy con- 
dition, although the general improvement has not quite kept 
pace with that exhibited in the previous two or three returns, 
‘Tho total declared value of exports ‘for May of tho present 
year is £15,870,131, against £13,194,758 in 1865, and 
£14,176,640 in 1864, being an increase of £2,675,373 over 
tho former period, and of £1,693,491 over the latter. For 
the five months of the present ycar, the total declared value is 
£78,227,710, against £60,901,576 in 1845, and £64,069,060 
in 1864, which is an iucreaso of £17,326,134 compared. 
with 1865, and of £14,158,650 as contrasted with 1864. 
The return of the value of the Enumerated Imports extends no 
further than to the end of April, for which month of the pre- 
sent year the value was £22,455,968, against £13,078,755 in 
1865, and £17,587,565 in 1864. ‘The value for tho four 
months of tho present year is £68,804,895, against 
£45,337,850 in 1865 and £54,719,390 in 1864 ; tho present 
year exceeding 1865 by £23,467,045,and 1864 by £14,085,605,
